“The “Piles for foretalling the weather 
which Chinexe’farmers havo framed and 
tested in the course of centuries or rather 
thousands of years, are in reality more 
effective than many Occidental prophecies 
of critical dayg and the like; for they are 
baséd in great parton close observation 
of Nature, which was greatly stimulated 
by the old lunar calendar, Tt ig true, the 
influence of superstition also in fmarked 
enough in the formation of those maxims, 
and in theso cases, of course, the. prophecy 


farmer clings with unshakable faith to his 
weather rules and. govs-by them unwayer- 
ingly in sowing ond barvesting, and alsd
